DEATH OF “JOSH BILLINGS.”

H. W. Shaw, or, as heis batter known, “Josh 
Billings,” died auddenly yosterday morning at 
the Hotel Dol Monte, Monterey. M. Show, for 
some time past, has been in .fooble health, aud 
came to this coast toward tho latter part of An- 
gaat for tho bonefit hoped to be obtoined by a 
change of climate. He delivered but one lecture 
in'this city, and that wos given at the Young 
Mon’s Christian Association Hall, Septembar 
3rd, on the subject of the “ Probabilities of Life

Mr. Shaw was.born in Lanésborough, Mass., 
ju 1818, and for twenty-five yoars livod in-variows 
Western States, where he. was successively. 

In 1858 he-sottled in 
Poughkeepsie, N. ¥., whera ho acted as ano- 
tioneor. It was not until 1863 that he began to 
write for the papers, and the humorous articles 
which appeared over the signature of “ Josh 
Billings” became immedistoly popular, He soon 
entered the lvoture-ficld and wasequally sucoass- 
fal thoro, Ho has published several valnmes of 
comis skatehes,.and edited an- tat 
which had a wide circulation. ; His complete 
works were published in 1876.

RESPONSIBLE GOVERNMENT FOR 
‘ MAURITIUS. ‘ 


By the mail despatched to Mauritins on the 
2) st ult. the Secretary of State for tha Colonies 
forwarded the Letters Patent for a change in the 
Coustitution of the Government of thot island to 
tke, Governor, Sir John Pope Honnessy. The 
event is of tho greatest importance to Mauritias, 
| because for 75 years—that is, since the British 
wrested Mauritins from France in 1810—it has 
been virtually governed from Downing:street. 
The change hus boon brought about after consi- 
derable agitation. Mx,’J. Honniker Heaton, who 
represe: din England the views of those who 
desired tue chango,im_April of lost, year bbtained | 
from Lord Derby » promise to grant the people 
the right of alocting their own representatives. 
to the Legislative Council. Tis was not consi- 
dered quite satisfactory, boonuse the Crown had 
the power of nominating a certain number of te- 
presontativos besidethose whoare known as official 
members, such as the commander of the troops and 
the Colonial Secretary, anditwas foarod that thuse 
gentlemen would prove too poretful and would 
cutvole the trac representatives of the pooplo. 
Mr. Heaton laid these views bofore Lord Derby, 
who finally sow no objection to granting the 
Manritians “full control over tueir local and fin- 
ancial affairs as distinguished from matters of 
Imperial concern.” .A Commission to sottle the 
franchise was next appointed, and on the 20th of 
July the new Secrotury of State for the Colonics, 
Colonel Stanloy, tolographed to the Govornor of 
Mauritius approving-of-an increase in tha num- 
bar of members to ba elactad in order to give 
preponderance of those in the now Legislative 
Council, and widiog “Tho Order in Council will 
be prepared without Iosyof time.” ‘The enthu- 
siasta among tho poople of Mauritius on the re- 
cdption of the nows was great.
